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INTRODUCTION 


The ‘Statistical Abstract, Tripura — 1966’ is the Eighth issue in the series. 
Like the previous issues, the present issue fulhls the need of making available 
comprehensive and detailed information relating to the various spheres of 
social and economic activities in the state. Data relating to the years 1957 to 
1966 have been incorporated in the Abstract, except in few cases in which 
the figures for the earlier years were not available. The figures have been 
presented throughout in metric units of weights and measures. 

The various sections of the Abstract are preceded by brief explanatory 
notes which are intended to be read in conjunction with the tables. The 
primary sources of data are indicated at the foot of each table.

XII. EDUCATION

the Government and offer the prescribed courses of study. They are open to 
inspection and general direction by the Education Department of Government 
and their pupils are ordinarily eligible for admission to public examinations 
and tests held by the Department or the University. Un-recognised institutions 
are those which do not come under the definition of recognised institutions 
stated above.

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XX. COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT 


The Community Development Programme has been launched in Tripura 
from I9S2 for betterment of Social and Economic conditions through the 
Collective efforts of the Community itself. The scheme was in operation in 
Seventeen Blocks at the end of 1965*66 of which three are Post intensive, 
six stage I, five stage II and other three Dumburnagar, Rajnagar and Chamanu 
blocks are the bifurcated blocks of Amarpur, Belonia and Kailashahar 
respectively.
